When wé. learn that this modest array 


of bills proposed to construct over fourteen

The strife of dynasties in the Old World is- 
becoming ® thing of the past. Ais the people 
‘rise to their natural altitude *of self-govern- 
ment, thrones become of little account in 
the chapter of ‘history. But fust as the 
struggle of crowns and mercenaries secms 
doomed to follow the other wrecks of fendal- 
ism, @ war more deadly and dangerous still 
is being nourished in the very heart of Euro- 
pean civilization, as if. to mock. the expecta- 
tion of ever attaining toa reign of universal 
peace, It dogs the steps of progress, and 
paralyzes the hand of industry,—it 1s the 
war between the laborer and the employer. 
No.sooner has the industry. of @ country 
been reduced to system and organization 
than the rival forces begin to combine’ and 
prepare for a test, of strength. . Their. inter- 
vals of.peace are: but fits of sullen acquies- 
cence, and they never understand each other 
eq thoroughly ae. when engaged in open 
fight. 

The question ts one of the most serious that’ 
looms in the future of European society. 
The..commonplaces of social ethics, as to 
mutual forbearance, brotherly sympathy and 
the ‘rest, are as powerless against such ‘a 
struggle as a bucket of water against a huge 
conflagration. ' It will develop into a conflict 
of classes and be fought out to the bitter end 
unless a force be discovered to bring the two 
together, as, powerful as that which is now 
driving them asunder. Their interests are 
identical, and yet they are opposed, and this 
diversity must be reconciled before their 
hostility..can be averted: .In spite of the 
manifold absurdities and mistakes of trades’ 
unions, there. can be no. question as,to their 
resting on a perfectly legitimate basis. One 
of the greatest of living economists has ad- 
thitted that the relations between labor and 
capital are not covered by the ordinary laws 
of supply and demand. The fiction of a 
wages fund whose amount at any given 
period regulates the total remtneration of 
labor, has been abandoned by its author.
